All 
changes made to the Claims have been entered. Accordingly, Claims 1-4, 8, 9, and 13- 
25 are currently pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-4 and 8, 9, and 13-25 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

10. Claims 1, 8, 13, 16, 21, and 23 are allowable over the prior art of record since the 
cited references taken individually or in combination fail to particularly disclose having 
the QoS code becoming part of the IP address and using four bits of the IP 
address to represent the QoS code. It is noted that the closest prior art, Jin et al. (US 
6917617) discloses a method for use of precedence bits for quality of service. However 
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the stated prior art fails to disclose or render obvious to the above underline limitations 
as claimed.
